Wlicn jicnplc f:cl together in a discussion 
of the world ."situation these diiy.s, one of Uirm 
is pretty sure to say. before It k ovrr, "Tru- 
mitn and Stalin ought to .si L clown utid llirn.sh 
this thliiR out"— or words to that effort. 

Several writers have made the same sug- 
gestion. Henry Wallace ha.s Intimated that 
If he were President, that';; what lie would 
do. Speaker Martin ha.i volunteered to meet 
Premier Stalin and talk things over as one 
Joe to another, 

One of the innumerable questions flretl at 
General Elsenhower recently wns whether he 
would take such an u.sslj;nmrnt. He wisely 
answered that no one Ir.ss than the President, 
authorized to speak for the people of the 
United States, should attempt such a con- 
ference. 

And there arc Washington correspondent.'; 
who have said with assurance— though with- 
out offering proof— that Mr. Truman turned 
down nn offer from Mr. Stalin /or a meeting 
in Stockholm last winter. There Is, as we 
aald, no proof that such an offer was made 
and refused. But If thnt were the case, we 
should say that Mr. Truman acted wisely, and 
for two reasons. 

First, wc would have had at that time no 
existing or assembling military strength to 
back up an Insistence on the status quo. or 
to enforce the demand for a reasonable 
compromise. We do not have such strength, 
now, though there are signs that wc may 
regain It. And Mr. Stalin obviously is not 
the sort to be turned aside by moral In- 
dignation or appeals to sportsmanship and 
his better nature. 

Second, Mr, Stalin and his government 
cannot be trusted to carry out nn agreement, 
even though the Soviet dictator might be 
bland and agreeable with Mr. Truman, as he 
often Is with American visitors. That may 
sound pessimistic and cynical, but the record 
Is there. 

It used to be said durlnc the war, when 
people were looking for all the nice things to 
be said lor our Russian allies, that the Soviet 
1 government had never broken n military 
agreement. That statement seems to hold 
good today— but only as regards military 
pledges. 

The Russian government ha.i broken diplo- 
matic pledges given at Yalta and Potsdam, 
It has met protests with argument, evasion, 
and delay and, If al! else failed, with silence. 

It would be folly to assume that the Sov- 
iet government does not have n plan of ac- 
tion, peaceful and otherwise, for every con- 
tinent on earth. The evidence Is too strong 
to the contrary. It would be equal folly to 
trust that Premier Stalin would abandon 
that plan because of mere arguments or 
appeals.
